aessa g e e rov e ale d-ahat on Secanber 3, 194Jj^)>cIgajji4Sta, the Japanese Consul 
General in Honolulu, nad furnished his Fomagn Cffice with a oooplete 
STstesi of signals to be used in the transmission of intelligence Information 
regarding movements. of the American fleet at Pearl Harbor. Amozig the signals 

agreed upon were 'a light in Lanikal beach house at night ■ and *a 

light in dormer window of Valaim 

Upon checking the houses InKalama, whidi is a Caspar atlvely small 
community located at Kailua, Oahu, T. H., %>ecial Agents of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation located a home with a dormer windoir. It was de- 
termined that this residence was owned and occupied by an individual named 
Otto Kuebn and his wife, Frtedel. German nationals, idio had been suspected 
of engaging in espionage activities in behalf of Germany and Japan and con- 
cerning idiom considerable investigation had been conducted by the Office 
of Baval Intelligence, the lUlitary Intelligence Service of the War Dqiart- 
ment, and the Federal Bureau of Investigation. During these inquiries, it 
was learned that the Kuehns, in addition to their residence in Kalama, 
also maintained a beach house at Lanikai. 

Following the declaration of war against the Unltad States by 
Germany on December 8, 1941, the Cosmandlng General of the Hawaiian Department 
ordered all German and Italian aliens to be pidced ip for taeporary custodial 
detention. Pursuant to this coMtand, Special Agents of the Federal Burean 
of Investigation on the same date apprehended Kuehn and his wife.

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At first the Kuehns steadfastlf denied acting In behalf of tbs 
Japanese OoTemaent. HcntsTer, ehen confronted elth the evidence efaldi had 
been developed throngh vigorous Investigation, Kutfm on Deeeaber 30, 1941, 
furnished a signed stateeient admitting that he had prepared the STstem of 
signals for the Japanese Consul General, idildi the latter dispatched to 
Tokyo In bis message on Deeesiber 3f 1941* l^tiin espial ned that sometime' 
during Hovember, 1941, he oontactejjiothjiro^ 'the 'Japanese 'Vlee 

Consul at Honolulu, and offered to^sslst ue Japanese in obtaining Information 
of Interest respecting the national defense of the United S'tates. In 
accepting this proffered aid, Okuda reportedly requested Kuehn to secure 
general data regarding the movement of the JUaerlean fleet at Pearl Harbor 
and then devise a system of signals In order that this Information mlg^t 
be lig>arted to the Japanese fleet. Pursuant to this request, Kuehn, 
accosqianied by bis ten-year-old son, Hans Joachim, drove to the vldnity of 
Pearl Harbor for the purpose of obser'ving the imerlcan vessels moored there 
at that time. Three or fbur days later Eueh|> again called at the Japanese 
Consulate and conferre<| slth Klta and OIcnda.' During this visit, Kuehn 
submitted a system of signalling idiich could be used by the Consulate In 
order to funilsh information relative to the types and number of imerlcan 
ships in Pearl Harbor, as well as those preparing to leave and those idiich 
had already departed. After considering the particular systoa, the Japanese 
were of the opinion that It was too eoeplicated and requested that a slaq>ler 
system be devised.* In feet, a specific request of this nature was made to 
Kuehn hy 'Vice Consul Okuda. 


CD December 2, 1941, Kudm again visited the Japanese Consulate 
at Honolulu, at whldi time he dell'vered to l&ce Consul Okuda a revised and 
siiq)lified system of signalling. On this sans occasion, Biehn fhmlshed 
'■rlt'ten Information ooncernlng the number and various types of American 
ships then In Hawaiian waters. 


Od or about October 25, 1941, tl4>000 In cash was delivered to 
bebn at bia realdence In Kalama by Tadasl Horlmura, Fourth Secretary of 
the J^>aneae Consulate in Honolulu. 




Kuehn went on trial before the Military Coodesloh In Honolulu 
CD Februaxy 19, 1942, tot violation of Seetlona 31, 32, and 34, Title 50, 
'Suited States Code Aunotated. The chargee against befan speeilleally alleged 
that be oonipired vdtb tbs J^taness Tice Coosol in HcdoItiIii to transmit 
to Japan information pertalnixig to the national defense of the Tbilted 
States and to perform certain overt acts to affect sndr a eoosplracy. 

Further, on or about December 2, 1941, Kiebn trsnsmlttad iafoimatlOD re- 
lating to the United States Haval fleet and the national defeose of Imerlea

to an agent of tbe l^erlal Japanese Ooverment. Kiefan ana alao ehargad 
alth unlaii4all7 obtaining information regarding the nahber and tjpaa of 
Qnitad States VstbI vessels based at Pearl Harbor mlth the intent and 
reason to bdiere that it mas to be used for the injniT of the Utaited States 
and to the advantage of the Japanese Oovamaent. j 

A rardiot of gnlltjr on each of the preferred charges mas retomsd 
b]r the Itilitary Condsslen on Pefaruaiy 21, 1942, and on the saaw date 
Euehn mas sentenced to be shot. On October 26, 1942, Ciefan's sentence mas 
coBniiated to fifty years at hard labor. 


Bernard Jnlins Otto Ebefan mas bom an Jaly 25, 195, .in Berlin, . 

Qemany. In '^piil, 1913, he enlisted In the German levy and after a brief 
training period served aa a midshipman aboard a German cruiser until January, 

1915, iriten his ship mas sunk in a sea battle mith an Hngllah mar vassal 
and Kuebn taken as a prisoner of mar by the British. PoUeming the indstice, 

Euehn returned to Berlin and re-entered Ihe Hayal aervlee as an Ober-Iientenant 
aboard the mother ship of a mine sseepar flotilla. After about six months 
of such service, Euehn mbs released and placed in the Haval Reserve Corps. 

He studied medicine at the University of Berlin and the University of ' ^ . 

Ifunich for about a year and one-half and thereafter engaged in various 
occupations in Germany. ^ 

On Kay 10, 1920, Endm married ITled^^^irk at Hinnhen, Ge rmany.^ ' ~~ 

At the tine of this union, Rrs. Euehn mas the^Mher of tao children jj^iamM 
Leopold and Rath. Two additional chil dren, Martin J 
resulted from the foehns' 



admittedly became associated mlth the Hasi Pvty In 1930 
as the result of his attending a meeting oalled by Hitlar in Kiel, Germany. 
How e ver, he oontands foat he did not became motive until 1932. He frankly . 
boasts that be mas oonsidared with Rslnhold Haydrieh for the pesitlen as ^ 
Chief of tire German Geetepo under Halmlcfa w —«'<»»• but, according to foehn's 
- story, Beydricb douhle-crossed him by means of a ruse, mblch, coupled with 
^iBailar's parscnal dl alike for him, resulted in fiaydrieh's reoaiviBg the ^ 
'appoin t ment, a pesltian he, aooordlng to Hairl standard, filial so capa b ly.' ' 

Euehn mas first adnlttad to the Cnitsd States at Honolulu on 
August 15, 1935, for the ostansibla pnzpoaa of studying Iba Japanaae language 


Except for teo 4>ort idaite to Japan, one la 1936 and the other in 1938, 
Euehn has resided in Ronolnlu oontlnoousljr. Beteeen Vaj 14, 1936, and 
February 7, 1939, over t?0,000 me deposited to the credit of this Indi-. 
Tidual mi his wife in a bank in Honolulu by the Rotterdan Bank Aseocia- 
tloc in ABsterdam. Ibis Incons supposedly accrued frca InTestoents and 
business interests owned by Euehn in Genaany and Holland. He explained 
the reffeint wf mfmer as the result of an agreeaant entered into with 


Around the end of 1939, Euehn was reported as being in dire finan- 
cial straits, at idiich ti>e he established a beauty parlor, to be operated 
by his daughter, Ruth. Anent this enterprise, Mrs. Euehn has been knom to 
remark that the beauty shop was opened prlmarlljr to obtain Havy business. 

At the time of irs. Kuefan's departure from Japan on February 19, 
1940, ihe brought with her a series of newspaper articles on "Aneiican 
Polynesia" ihieh had appeared in the Honolulu "Adrertlser” and contained 
descriptions of ▼arious British and Anerlcan islands, 

Open her return to Henolulu on April 20, 1940, Vrs. Euehn reported- 
ly brought with her apFrocdkatsly |16,000 in cash in large danaadnatlcos. 

During the extanslTs inrestlgatlon oonductsd by the various intelli' 
gsnee agencies, it was learned that a domer window was constructed in the 
attic of the Euefans* restdenee cn Kalip* during the warly fall of 1940

poser, and It Is Airtber )mam that LeopoUiKuehn In a letter written to 
his parents on Harch 27, 1939, expressed wrrow that his father was not a 
participant In the present war because, as an old Katlonal Socialist, he 
desersed a role In current erents. 


Prior to bis InTolvsnent In this dlfflcultj, no previous criminal 
record has been located cn Kuehn In the files of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation.

-This is fine to know, now 
Ruth is able to claim accordingly to the Vesting-Order her salary 
from you. Otherwise the story went on, as we read it in the newspaper 
so many times, maybe qne day, you will be exchanged on a diplomat- 
boat /our opinion/, since Mr. Hoover mentioned, that you are a very 
high official in the German Govemement.- But I hope to be able, 
to give Mr. Hoover one day the real facts he ou^t to know about our 
case. Ruth said, maybe you will be exchanged with Rudolf Hess for the 
King of Belgium. But don't leave us behind, please....*

which were sent by the Japanese Consulate to the Foreign Office. One of these 
messages revealed that on December 3, 1941, the Consulate transmitted a message 
relative to signaling, vdiloh later Kuehn admitted that hw had prepared. 






, Under the heading "Prosecutive Action" you will also note that FBI 

agents testified in this trial and produced the bulk of the testimony and witnesses 
to convict Kuehn. Ihe Informatioo concemlng the witnesses was obtained by the 
Honolulu Office fro^^^tr^ucr^t of the testimony, and it is, therefore, diffi- 
cult to understand Bm^Pl^^^rstatemait that a release of this transcript 
would show that th^^S^^mllltaiT' case other than it was tried before a military 
coBBilssion, idiich, of course, was necessary due to Uie fact that criminal courts 
were closed and Hawaii wap under siartlal law at the time of Kuehn's trial.

Infonied Bureu iigents abo queationad hla ooncainlng thia monay that ha had ra- 
calTed in all approzlaatel^ $30,000.00, nnderaatiaatlng tha total amount b7 aone 
$40,000.00.
